Mrs. Harriet Beecher Stowe has been the
heroine of two extraordinary acts of notoriety,
both publications, and in this fresh period of
the last of them, I have taken leisure to wulk
over to the Capitol and examine in the library
there perhaps the only complete file of the
Nativral Era existing, wherein she printed
her great novel,

The Eira is a weekly folio paper, long ago
extinot, of seven columns, printed on soft,
thin, cotton rag paper, and announced ns
edited by G. Bailey, with John G, Whiltier
for corresponding editor, 1t is mainly a lite-
rary paper, and partly an anti-slavery paper,
with news, editorials, ete., thrown in. The
first look that yon get of it shows yon that it
is the paper of & man of principle, and aman
of literary taste, Ior sowme time before Mrs,
Stowe wrote much for it, there were deferan.
tial netices of her name, and then a fow little

| contributions to her credit, but the stock

story-writer for the paper was Mrs, E.

D, E. N, Southworth, who, if she had
been & woman of education, wonld
oave been a better mnovelist than Mys,

| Stowe; for she has more contrivanee, vigor,
and theatre than the preater fame can loy
| elnim to, and is the victim of her imperfect
| opportunities in early life. 'There is never a
| Strong portraiture in Mrs. Stowe's stories; her
people are mere vehicles for various eondi-
| tions and emotions to show themselves upon,
| Dred was her only free agent, and he wus a
| dreadfully clumsy angel of darkness. Take

Tho novel ran in the Ere ten months, and
that paper anid on April 1, 1852;—""Mys,
Btowe has at lost bronght her work to a close.
The last chapters appear in this week of the
Era. With our consent, the Boston pub-
lishers issued an edition of 5000 on the 20th
of Mureh, but it has already boen exhansted,
and snother edition of 5000 hns nmu-:u‘:ul.

While the story wad going on, thoe KHra Wis
& froe trade, anti-slavery paper, and was little
helped by the tariff people anywhere, ‘T'he
New York 7vidunc said, at one time, \Fhll(-
“Uncle Tow™ was running:—*“The Nautivnal
Era i about the most unfair and untiring
enemy of the Whig party that we know.’

In those dave, as now, the free sentiment
of the |.i-mn-'rs in progress embraced freo
trade a8 o enidnal maxim, It appears by the
files of the Zra that Dr. Bailey, pleased with
the writings and conscious of the social in-
fluence of Mrs. Stowe, had sent her =100,
with a request to write as good a story for
the amonnt as she could, Afterwards he sent
her 200, and finally a third payment was
made by mutual agreement. On this literary
occeasion Mrs, Stowe involved herself in a
quarrel with the New York Ohsorecr, which
aeonged her of *“‘a libel on the Rev. Joel
Parker, for which that Christian minister had
brought suit against her, lnying the damages
at SL0,000,"

Two or three things seem to be evident
about thisx story— that it grew unconsociously,
and told itself by the same sort of process that
India rublier stretches, 'I'he weckly ery for
copy kept the writer up to work, and several
weoks r-';m failed to vome to time with ber
chapters; and also that its business interests
were managed with gennine shrewdness.  As
soon as Mrs, Stowe became aware that she
had done a good thing, she turned it into
property, and guarded her title. Fifteen
years before “Uncle Tom” (Richard Hil-
dreth) wrote “*Archy Moorve: or, The White
Blave,” for whieh, after fresh labor, he ob-
tained a pitiful publisher, and yet he was
able to make up the cirenlation of thisstrong
novel during the fever aftendant upon
“Unele Tom, " and it became romunerative
to him.

'This is tke newspaper history of “Uncle

Tom's Cabin,” for which, next to Mrs, Stowe,
the world is Indebted to CGiamaliel Bailey,
Doctor of Medicine and Philanthropy—a
Plilpdelphian,
When Dr. Bailey died, after his gentle life
but stormy career, his widow eould have sold
the fira for 25,000, She preferred to con-
tinue it under her own management, and it
speedily went down. DMres. Bailey is now a
resident of Washington City.
